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THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1863. 
(Wnrirres. Exprrsany ror tim “Innvsrnatep Srortina News.") 


Without prefacial comment, I proceed with a continuation of my narrative 
of the doings of the county of Kent in the cricket fleld during the past most 
glorious season :— 

The second legitimate connty match in which Kent engaged was with Not- 
tinghamshire, the game being played on a fine wicket at the Trent-bridge 
Ground, Nottingham, on the lth, 12th, and 13th of June. The Kent “team” 
was certainly not so strong as it might have been, and the consequence was, 
that, had the rain kept off, and the game been allowed to be finished, they 
would doubtless have suffered a defeat. For the first innings the bowling of 
Kennett and Wilsher was so good that the Notts men were only able to obtain 
the comparatively small score of 135; but the Kent men made even Jess than 
this, their sum total being only 109, of which Fryer, by good sterling play, 
contributed 35; Wilsher, 30; Burton, 10; and Mr. 'W, 8, Norton, 10. The 
necond innings of the N ottingham players was a regular slasher—256—ob- 
tained by some of the superbeat batting ever witnessed, against bowling of un- 

sued excellence, Before the Notts men were all unhoused, the rain, which 

long been threatening, came down in torrente—completely saturating the 

ground, and making the wickets like mud-holes. Play waa, however, continned 

at intervals, but there was not time to finish the match—-the stumps being 

drawn—when Kent had six wickets down in thelr second innings, and over 
200 runs to obtain. : 

Kent's next engagement was with that fine old cricketing county—Sussex 
well known as the birth-place of some of the very beat cricketera who ever 
handled the bat, or trundled the ball. Tho match was played on a first-class 
wicket, on the Sussex County Ground, at Hove, and was witnessed by a very 
largo and fashionable attendance, The weather was magnificent—the ali- 
round play grand in the extreme, assing anything of the kind ever before 
seen at “the Hove.” Bennett's bowling was really superb, He took no fewer 
than ten wickets in the two innings—a feat very seldomly accomplished now- 
adsys in eleven a-side matches—country ones especially, The other bowlera 
were Mr. Lipscombe, Wilsher, and Goodhew; but the two latter were hardly 
in good form, consequently they did very little execution. Sussex played won- 
dorfully strong, and, by some very magnificent hitting, won the match with 
any number of runs in hand, The figures at tho close were—Susgex, 243 and 
194; Kent, 186 and 156,

, after a well-fought game, The match took place on a aplendid wicket at 


Brighton, and some exceedingly large scores were made. Tho- game, how- 
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ever, did not crente any great amonnt of interest, except’among a select few, 
and the attendance was not numerous, Yn the first innings, Kent made 300, 
Mr. Shaw contributing 73; Mr. Biron, 67; Mr. Andrews, Y0; Mr. Troughton, 
30; Mr, E. Stone, 17, not out; and that yary bad’ cricketer, “Mr. Extras,” no 
less than 42, For the second innings the score reached 240, some splendid hit- 
ting being displayed. The Sussex figures were—in the first innings, 264; and 
in the second, 164. 

Kent's next match was with Surrey, and, although it was well known that 
the former was overmatched, great interest was centred in the result, which 
waa, however, searcely ever in doubt when it was seen what form “ Surrey 
Stonewall" was in. The match was played at “The Oval,” on Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Saturday, the 16th, 17th, and 19th of July, and there was 4 very 
large attendance of spectators. It was in this match that Mr, G. M. Kelson 
made his two fine scores of 42 and 122, innings which were models of fine up- 
right batting. The other chief scorers on the Kent side were, Mr, Wathen, Mr. 

V. 8. Norton, Wenman, Fryer, Bennett, Goodhew and Wilsher, but, as stated 
at starting, they were overmatched, and lost the game easily. 

Kent's next match was the return with the county of Nottingham, andin it they 
wore doomed to a one Inning's defeat. The match was layed on a tolerably 
good wicket at Cranbrook, in Kent, and beyond the fact that the Kent “team” 
mads in each innings the very smallest score of any during the season, there 
was not a circumstance connected with the whole aftair worth mentioning, 
The home eleven were clearly overmatched, as in the match with Surrey, and 
they had to suffer a very easy “ licking.” The figures at the close of the game 
were—Kent, 58 and 45; Notts, first and only innings, 280. It may be interest- 
ing to add that it was in this match that 
obtained his first triple-figure score, 100. 

Kent next entered the lists for the return match with Sussex, and a glorious 
game it turned out to be, Kent this time being fortunate enough to turn the 
tables on their former conquerors, The weather was very fine all through the 
match, and the wicket was os | pier ag time and attention could make it, 
Kent first took the wicket, and made the fair figure of 169; Wilsher being 
top scorer with a magnificently obtained 89, which called for tremendous cheers. 
Sussex followed, but Wilsher bowled so splendidly that runs were not to ba 

ot, the whole of thé wickets being “ floored" for 91. In the second innings 

6 Kent score reached 151—Mr. Kelson, 783—which left their opponents 202 
Tuns to get to win; but 128 was all they could muster, and they consequently 
lost the match, . ; 

The next, and the last important match played by the county of Kent came 
off at Gravesend, on the 27th, 28th, and 29th of August, their opponents being 
the Gentlemen of Snasex; ‘whom they were again successful in vanquishing. |

From the above list of matches in which the “hop couty"” has contendad, it 
will be seen that their success has been comparatively small; but I think no 
one will deny the fact that, should Kent improve in batting talent, to such a 
degree that it may be compared in excellency with the quality of their bowling 
the future promises far more than the past has been able to perform.

stantial reason for an almost enttre absence of betting upon the great Epsom 
tourney, has been the suspicion attached to more than one or two of the above- 
mentioned animals having turned out roarers since we last saw them in public, 
80 that it would not at all surprise us to sea a wonderfpl change in the list of 
quotations from Tattersall's ere long.

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THE NEW TATTERSALL'S. 


Tis important arena, with its several buildings, is now 
ua sufficiently advanced state to show the general design 
of the architect, and give a definite notion of the extensive 
arrangements which are being made for the increased ac 
commodation and comfort of its subscribers and the general 
public, The plot of ground upon which it stands is nearly 
two acres in extent. It is approached from the east by 
Knightsbridge-green, near Sloane-street, and the facade 
Consists of two square wing-blocks, of yellow brick with 
Portland stone dressings, pierced with six windows on the 
two floors, and surmounted by stone parapets with ball ter. 
minals. These blocks are divided by 4 pedimented gateway, 
beautifully carved, and two side entrances. The left hand 
block is dedicated to the subscribers; the right to the 
Secretary's offices, business departments, harness rooms, 
and the private dwellings of the superintendents, Although 
the entrance presents a comparatively narrow face the 
Space within gradually enlarges through a depth of three 
hundred feet, until it increases to more than double the 
width of the facade. The subscription-room ig approached 
by a side foot-entrance, and railed off from the centre road 
80 a8 to preserve co its frequenters the utmost possible 
privacy; it is entered by lofty folding doors. It is a magni- 
licént saloon of elegant proportions, being 60 feet by 30 feet, 
While a clear height of 26 Yeet 6 inches is obtained. It is 
bra by day by two large domes 18 feet high, covered 
with lunette lights, bach formed of one large piece of glass. 
A third dome is in the centre of the ceiling, in which an 
enormons sun-burner is placed to illuminate the whole by 
night. The principle—which is that of Messrs. Forrest 
and Son, of Fetter Lane — ig peculiar, as by a duplex 
arrangement the whole of the ceiling is brilliantly lighted, 
and not thrown into shadow or halt-tint, as by most of the 
ordinary meuns. These domes are already bordered by 
a beautifol guilloche pattern, and will be enrich-d with 
coloured devices. The walls are divided by the same 
guilloche pattern, and will sprobebly. receive further coloured 
decorations trom the hand of art, The spacious floor is to

ATHS FOR HORSES AND 
VAPOUR BATE red, 


A vaprocr bath for horses and cattle has just been 
established in Dublin by Mr. James F. Farrall, veterinary 
surgeon. It has been already tried in several very bad 
cases with remarkable success, and the result, so far, seems 
to justify us that the vapour bath will take its place aw a 
recognised therapeutic agent of value in the treatment of 

ulmonary, rheumatic, and other affections to which horses 
n this country are peculiarly liable. The bath-house con- 
sists of a strong wooden stracture, completely sheathed in- 
side with pine wood, and of « size sufficient to hold one 
horse. The end by which the horse enters is partly closed 
by a door rising somewhat above the shoulders of the 
animal, the upper portion being closed by a curtain of india 
rubber cloth, with an aperture sufficient to allow the horse's 


. head to pass through. Elastic bands keep the curtain in its 


place, so as to prevent the vapour from escaping, and pads 
ot vuleanised india rubber are fitted inside of the th-house, 
in order to prevent the horse from hurting himself in case 
he should become restive, which, however, raraly happens, 
The vapour is introduced into this apartment from beneath 
through perforated zine plates, and a thermometer placed 
ontaide enables the attendant to regulate the temperature, 
which can be raised to 150 degrees if hecessary, A man 


. Constantly stands at the horse's head, as a precautionary 


measure ; but, in paint of fact no trouble is experienced in 
carrying out.the treatment, for all the animals hitherto 
subjected to it appear rather to enjoy the process than 
otherwise, Itmust be remembered that during the whole 
of the time the horse's head is outside he breathes pure 
air of the ordinary temperature, instead of stilling vapour or 
the hot dry air of a Turkish bath, and therefore can ex- 
perlence no difficulty of breathing, or other unpleasaut sen- 
vation. When the Moris has been about twenty minutes 
in the bath he is taken out, reéking with perspiration. 
and placed in a room the alr in which is heated 
to 80 degreer, thereby obviating the posslbility of his 
taking a sudden chill on removal from the hot bath. Here 
he is scraped, rabbed down, and clothed, and when the skin 
has resumed its normal temperature’ he is removed to his 
stall, Stimalants and other medicines suitable to the case 
are, of course, administered, and the bath is repeated at

He'had hitherto been the very child of misfortune; presenting 
the anomaly of at once the most unfortunate, yet fortunate, public man-of the 
day. Unfortunate—taken down sick, oven to his bed, a week: bofore’meeting 
the gamest of the game, Alorrissey, ; Yetfortunaté, ‘even here; his trnth; his: 
‘courage, his manliness, eyen in defeat, winning such Pee rarely @ victor’ 
has rallied up to his standard. Unfortanate—winning hig fight with England's 
wonder, Savers, yet robbed of his well-earned guerdon, and in more ways 
than one. Yet fortunate in winning fame end wealth, and thousands of friends 
by whom he was little Jess than idolised. Verily he has, been made the very 
shnttlecock of Fate between the battledores of Fortune and Misfortune, 
This particular occasion was an honourable effort of sport, and the winning 
man shall have all due honour for his achisyement at opr hands, King has 
won hia ** palm,” let him wear and enjoy it. "Tis # severe lesson—let us har- 
bour no mean or unmanly envy or jealousy of, the manly winner; nor, much 
Jess, indulge in any still less manly epithets of opprobrium upon the gallant, 
but defeated, man.
